MENT OF DEPENDENTS OF U.S. NATIONALS ON THE STAFE OF IAEA 
IN VIENNA. 

2. QUESTIONNAIRES WERE SENT TO 156 PERSONS. 125 RETURNED 
COMPLETED QUESTIONNAIRES (ABOUT 80 PERCENT). 

3. 55 STAFF MEMBERS REPORTED NO RPT NO DEPENDENTS (44 
PERCENT OE THOSE WHO RESPONDED). "DEPENDENTS" WAS 
DEFINED IN THE QUESTIONNAIRE AS MEANING SPOUSES AND 
CHILDREN OF WORKING AGE (OVER 16) LIVING IN AUSTRIA WHO 
DO NOTHAVE AUSTRIAN CITIZENSHIP, EXCEPT FOR FINANCIALLY- 
INDEPENDENT CHILDREN, I.E., THOSE TO WHOM THE STAFF MEMBER 
CONTRIBUTES LESS THAN 50 PERCENT OF THEIR SUPPORT. 
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4. 70 STAFF MEMBERS REPORTED DEPENDENTS OF WORKING AGE 
(56 PERCENT), OF WHICH 59 REPORTED DEPENDENTS NOT RPT NOT 
WORKING AND 1 1 REPORTED DEPENDENTS WORKING. THE NUMBER 
OF ACTUAL DEPENDENTS REPORTED WAS 87, OE WHICH 12 WERE 
REPORTED AS WORKING (14 PERCENT). OF THOSE WORKING, FIVE 
WERE REPORTED AS EMPLOYED IN THE PRIVATE SECTOR, FOUR IN 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS, ONE IN A DIPLOMATIC OR 
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CONSULAR MISSION, ONE IN A SCHOOL, AND ONE IN A LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT OFEICE. 

5. OF THE 87 DEPENDENTS ONLY 33 WERE REPORTED AS BEING 
ELUENT IN GERMAN (38 PERCENT). 

6. OF THE 70 STAEE MEMBERS WITH DEPENDENTS OF WORKING 
AGE, 57 REPORTED ONE DEPENDENT AND ONLY 13 REPORTED MORE 
THAN ONE DEPENDENT. 

7. OF THE 70 STAEE MEMBERS WITH DEPENDENTS OF WORKING 
AGE, 28 REPORTED THAT SOME OR ALL OE THEIR DEPENDENTS 
WOULD BE MORE LIKELY TO SEEK EMPLOYMENT IE AUSTRIAN LAWS 
AND REGULATIONS AEEECTING EMPLOYMENT WERE MORE LIBERAL 
(40 PERCENT), 28 REPORTED THE OPPOSITE (40 PERCENT), AND 

14 EXPRESSED NO RPT NO OPINION (20 PERCENT). 

8. AMONG THE EACTORS INHIBITING EMPLOYMENT OE DEPENDENTS, 
17 REPORTED THE REQUIREMENT OF A WORK PERMIT AS THE CHIEF 
OBSTACLE, WHILE CLOSE BEHIND WAS THE LANGUAGE BARRIER 
(14), FOLLOWED BY THE REQUIREMENT EOR A PROFESSIONAL 
LICENSE (8), INSUFEICIENT TAKE-HOME PAY (4), 

AND MISCELLANEOUS FACTORS (4). (SOME RESPONDENTS CHECKED 
MORE THAN ONE ITEM; OTHERS CHECKED NONE.) 

9. MISSION BELIEVES THE EOREGOING RESPONDS TO THE QUES- 
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TIONS RAISED BY THE SUB-COMMITTEE ON IMMIGRATION AND 
NATURALIZATION. A COPY OP THE MISSION'S QUESTIONNAIRE 
AND OTHER MATERIAL REGARDING EMPLOYMENT IN AUSTRIA WAS 
POUCHED EARLIER TO JILLSON, lO/SCT. PLEASE ADVISE IP
